FOSTER CARRIES LOUISIANA. 


The Lottery People Thoroughly Routed on 
All Sides. 


New Orleans, April 19.—(Special.)—The 
election in this state and city passed off with- 
out a serious disturbance anywhere, as far 
as heard from. It will be a long time before 
the result is officially known, but there can 
be no doubt of the election of Foster, anti- 
lottery democrat, over Leonard and Breaux, 
republicans, and McKEnery, democrat. 

The Negroes Voted for Foster. 

This result has been brought about by the 
overwhelming majorities for Foster in the 
big negro parishes of north Louisiana. These 
parishes were expected to go for Leonard, 
and both the republicans and McEnery dem- 
ocrats charge fraud. The retvrns, unofficial, 
from thirty-four parishes, including New Or- 
leans, and which cast two-thirds of the vote 
of the state, show Foster, auti-lottery dem- 
ocrat, 49,100; Leonard, regular republican, 
37,600; McEnery, democrat, 37,400; Breaux, 
custom house republican, 7,200; Tannehill, 
people’s party, 3,200. 

The Vote Analyzed. 

McEnery’s strength Hes elggeer gs in New 
Orleans. In the country he runs badly and 
behind his vote last March. The parishes 
not yet heard from are are expected to give 
Foster 31,400; Leonard, 28,200; McEnery, 12,- 
100; assuring Foster’s election by at least 15,- 
000. His central committee claims the elec- 
tion by 25,000 to 30,000. The result in the 
negro parishes of north Louisiana reduce the 
expected republican strength in the legisla- 
ture, and increase that of the anti-lottery 
democrats who, however, will scarcely have 
an actual majority. 

The City Election. 

In New Orleans the regular democratic tick- 
et, headed by Fitzpatrick for mayor, wins by 
about 4,500 majority over the independent or 
anti-lottery democratic ticket. The election 
as far as New Orleans is concerned, was a 
model one, the system of barriers around 
the polls being adonted and no one but the 
voter allowed to apvroach within twenty-five 
feet of them. New Orleans will send a near- 
ly solid McEnery delegation to the legislature. 

The famous lottery amendment to the state 
constitution, which has been fought over for 
two years and which was the cause of the di- 
vision in both democratic and republican 
ranks, was defeated unanimously, not recely- 
ing a vote in the state. . 


FOUR MURDERERS LYNCHED, 


And the Officers Hunting for Two More Who 
Will Meet the Same Fate. 


Jacksonville, Fla., April 19.—An Inver- 
ness special to The Times-Union says four 
negroes were hanged there late last night for 
the murder of Stevenson and Payne. Their 
names are a Williams, Albert Robin- 
son, Willie Williams and George Davis. 
About midnight a strong body of armed and 
masked men surrounded the jail and over> 
powered Deputy Sheriff Cotts. They took 
out three prisoners and hung them to trees 
near by. Before they were swung into cter- 
nity these three made confessions and im- 
plicated a fourth. Then this one was se- 
cured and hanged about 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The confession did not implicate the 
remaining two in jail, though it did impli- 
cate two negroes yet at large and for whose 
capture no stone will be left unturned. The 
same fate awaits them that overtook their 
guilty accomplices. 
named John Jacobs, an Ocala negro, who 
is wanted there for larceny. Rumor says 
that several of last night’s lynching party 
were from Ocala, where a good deal of in- 
dignation was felt at the time of the murder, 
the victims having bean well known there. 
The father of George Davis—one of the men 
lynched—was arrested about nine years ago 
in Ocala for being implicated in the Brooks- 
ville murder. He was being taken back 
to Brooksville for trial, but never got 
further than Pemberton’s ferry, where his 
body was found in the river ou next day. 


There May Be a Negro Lynching. 


Anniston, Ala., April 19.—(Special.)—N. J. 
Humphries, a mulatto, is in jail here pret 
with the attempted rape of the thirteen-year- 
old sister of S. E. Moses, principal of the 
Anniston colored public schools. ‘the alleged 
attempt occurred last night. Her screams at- 
tracted her brother, who was in an adjoinin 

room. Humphries escaped, but was captured 
and taken before the girl, who identified him 
and was allowed to give him a severe beating, 
after which her brother used the cowhide 
The police came i and interfered. Hum- 
phries was placed in jail. There ig strong 
talk of lynching among the negroes.

ROCKWELL'S SEAT, 
Which Is Now tho Subject of Discussion 
in the House. 


JUDGE “LAWSON OPENS THE TALK, 


While O’Ferrall and Cockran Get 
Into a Jangle. 


THERE WILL BE MORE FUN TODAY 


The Opinion Seems to Be, However, That 
Rockwell Will Keep 
His Seat. 

Washington, April 19.—(Special.)—The 
Rockwell case was taken up in the house 
today. Judge Lawson, of Georgia, made 
the opening speech in favor of the major- 
ity report that Mr. Noyes was legally 


elected and entitled to the seat. Judge’ 
Lawson's speech §$vas followed by several: 


other members of the committee in dry 
speeches reviewing the evidence in the 
case. Tomorrow, however, the debate will 
be more lively. It will be taken up and 
discussed in other phases. Such orators 
as John R. Fellows, Bourke Cockran, 
Dan Lockwood and others will be heard. 
Indeed, it will be a day of great oratory. 
Thursday will also be devoted to this case 
which is attracting more attention than 
any contested election case that has been 
before congress in years. Seventy demo- 
crats are absent and paired off in favor 
of Rockwell. Not one is paired against 
him. If all the other members of the house 
are present when the vote is taken, Mr. 
Rockwell will need 133 votes to keep him 
in his seat. He said today he had 125 
votes pledged to him, and as a score or 
more members were on the doubtful list, 
he had no hesitancy in stating that he be- 
lieved he would be allowed to retain his 
seat. The vote will be somewhat close, 
but Mr. Rockwell will remain a congress- 
man from New York. 
The Case Called Up. 

Mr. O’Ferrall then called up the Noye 
Rockwell contested election case. He gave 
notice that at the end of ten hours debate 
he would demand the previous question. 

Mr. Lawson, of Georgia, opened the 
argument for the contestant, who occu- 
pied a seat far back on the regular side 
of the house. ; 

The contestee, Mr. Rockwell, occupied 
his seat on the same side, but remained 
for but a brief time and then returned 
to the lobby. Although the case is.con- 
ceded on both sides to be a very import- 
ant one, the buzz of conversation and 
bursts of noisy laughter which came ever 
and anon from the cloakrooms testified 
to the fact that many of the judges who 
were to pass upon the cause were inat- 
tentive to the evidence adduced by the 
first disputant. 

Mr. Lawson’s argument was purely a 
legal one. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, interrupted 
him at one time to call attention to the 
fact that there were but five republicans 
listening to his speech. He presumed that 
the republicans did not intend to vote 
upon the question. 

Mr. Raines, of New York—one of tbe 
faithful few—suggested that that might 
prove to be a very violent presumption. 

A Spat Between Cockran and O’Ferrall. 

Mr. Lawson was frequently interrupted 
and when Mr. Cockran, of New York, 
rose to ask a question, Mr. O’¥Ferrall pro- 
tested that the frequent interruptions 
were intended to break the continuity of 
his colleague’s argument. 

Mr. Cockran warmly protested against 
any interruptions from the gentlemai? 
from Virginia. He had addressed his ques- 
tion to the gentleman from Georgia, not 


— - ~-* 


to the gentleman from Virginia. He had 


not addressed the gentleman from Vir- 
ginia and he hoped that the exigency of 
this debate would not force him to do so. 

Mr. O’Ferrall said, with equal warmth, 
that he was dealing with the gentleman 
from New York. 

Mr. Cockran denied the right of the 
gentleman to do so. He’ was not dealing 
with the gentleman from Virginia. His 
remarks were directed to the gentleman 
from Georgia. The gentleman from Geor- 
gia yielding to the question, peace was 
restored. 

In conclusion, Mr. Lawson expressed 
his belief that the principles of the demo- 
cratic party were right; that the princi- 
ples of the republican party were wrong. 
There were, of course, some bad dem- 
ocrats, but very few. here were some 
good republicans, but not many. When as 
good a democrat as he was, voted to 
oust a democratic representative from 
his seat, he cast his vote from a sense of 
duty of the highest character. Wherever 
the path of duty pointed, no man should 
fear to go. 

Mr. Johnson, of Indiana, argued that 


according to the positive evidence Noyes 


was elected by six majority. The question 
was one above party and beyond party, 
and one that should be decided upon the 
evidence and the law. 

Mr. -Bacon, of New York, supported the 
title of Rockwell, the sitting member.

CALIFORNIA SHAKING. 


A Severe Shock of Earthquake — Goods 
Thrown from Shelves. 


San Francisco, April 19.—The worst 
shock - of earthquake since the memorable 
one of 1868, occurred shortly before 3 
o'clock this morning.. The shock was ter- 
rible in Savannah amd Oakland, but no 
damage of any character is reported. In 
the city of Vacaville, sixty-five miles north- 
— — San bg ate the disturbance 
most severe. acaville has a ula- 
tion of 2,500 and a number of brick build- 
ings. Telegraphic commumications with 
Vacaville and the adjoining town of Win- 
ters was cut off for some time. Goods on 
the shelves in the storerooms were thrown 
on the floors in some instances, and a num- 
ber of brick chimneys were toppled over. 

Several Narrow KWacapeas. 

The only person in Vacaville reported seri- 
ously injured was Rev. O. ©. Felkner, of San 
Jose, who was struck by falling debris and 
sustained severe cuts and bruises. 

Dixon and Winters, towng of about fifteen 
hundred inhabitants, lo¢ated respectively 
northeast and northwest of Vacaville, and 
within a few miles of the Iatter place, were 
also scenes of considerable destruction. Ma- 
sonic hall at Dixon, a two-story brick block, 
was ruined and its falling walls shattered 
adjoining houses. Fire, which broke out 
among the ruins, caused some damage at 
Winters, but the damage was lessened by an 
abundant supply of water. 

The house‘of John T. Hippel, between Vaca- 
ville and Winters, was destroyed by fire 
caused by an overtur lamp, the occupants 
barely escaping with their lives.

WHICH OCCURRED AT WEEMS STATION. 


Gom Cole Still in Jail—-Dan Daly Under 
Arrest at Birmingham—A $1,000 
Reward Stimulates Detectives. 


Tom Cole, who was arrested a week ago 
in connection with the Weems station train 
robbery, was carried before United States 
Commissioner Haight yesterday morning. 

Since the capture by the detectives he 
has languished at police headquarters. 

During that time an excellent opportunity 
bas been afforded to work up evidence 
against the man. And it seems to be of 
g very strong nature. Cole is now believed 
to be the leader of the entire affair, and 
upon him is fixed the guilt of firing upon 
the express messenger, who barely escaped 
fatal injuries. 

Day before yesterday Detective C. A. 
Wooster, who has been at work upon the 
case in Birmingham, came to Atlanta. He 
bad a long consultation with the officers 
who are attending to the local end of the 
work. 

Yesterday they decided to take Cole be- 
fore Commissioner Haight for a preliminary 
hearing. The two charges of mail robbery 
and firing at the oflicial in charge were en- 
tered against him. 

The commitment trial was set for April 
88th. Judge Haight was then asked to 
get a bond. 

“It's a very serious offense that you are 
charged with,” said he, addressing the pris- 
over, “and the penalty is life sentence. I 
am going to fix a very heavy bond. Can 
you furnish one?” asked the commissioner 
of Cole. 

“No,” was the reply. : 

“Then I'll just send you to jail until the 
28th.” 

At that time the young man will be given 
g@ hearing and it gives promise of being a 
very interesting one. 

Another Atlanta Boy. 

Tom Cole is not the only Atlanta boy im- 
plicated in the robbery. 

There is another one and he is now un- 
@er arrest and has been lodged at the Bir- 
mingham jail. 

He is Dan Daly, who was so badly 
“bunged up” in a fight at the National ho- 
tel a week or two ago. At that time when 
he was arrested and taken to the station 
house where lis wounds were dressed, 
nothing whatever was known of his con- 
nection with the Weems station matter. 

And it was not until after he was released 
from custody here that he was wanted by 
the authorities working upon the famous 
robbery case. 

For a few days a search was made for 
him, and then he was taken in charge by 
the Atlanta detectives. They seem to 
think there is no doubt about the young 
man’s guilt, and he is now in durance vile. 

There is a reward of a cool thousand dol- 
lars for the arrest and conviction of each 
of the five men who entered that mail car 
on the Georgia Pacific, and visions of it 
are stimulating the officers at work upon 
the case.

His hollow cheeks, sunken eyes 
and weak voice impressed every one that

The little Frenchman was taken in charge 
by a lady who had known him in New 
Orleans, and arrangements were made last 
evening to have him sent to a hospital.

Most refrigerators are so constructed that 
yapors from various kinds of food are chilled 
to bead drops of water within the provision 
chamber.

The Progressive South. 


A recent controversy in The Richmond 
Dispatch brings out the fact that M. F. 
Maury, of Virginia, was really the pio- 
neer in the Atlantic cable enterprise. 
Cyrus W. Field himself is on record as 
saying: ‘Maury furnished the brains, 
England gave the money, and I did the 
work!” 

The old southerners who have good 
memories and some knowledge of-history 
laugh at the current talk about the pro- 
gressive north and the non-progressive 
south. In matters of ideas the south has 
always been active enough, but she has 
sometimes delayed putting them into exe- 
cution. | 

It is known that Morse perfected the 
telegraph after getting the theory of it 
from a Georgian. The first steamboat was 
experimented with by a Georgian at 
Augusta. Dr. N. R. Golding constructed a 
sewing machine long years before any- 
body else attempted it. 

The idea of independence was conceiv- 
ed and carried out by the people of Meck- 
lenburg, N. C., a year before the declara- 
tion at Philadelphia. 

Even the abolition of slavery was a 
favorite southern project before the anti- 
slavery movement was organized in the 
north. 

In these days a good deal is saidaabout 
the intensive farming and diversified agri- 
culture of the north, and some people 
think that we are all the time borrow- 
ing northern ideas and methods. A glance 
Over the bound volumes of De Bow's 
| Review will explode this notion. The 

thinkers of the old south were men of 
culture and travel. They studied every 
phase of agriculture in every country, 
and their forgotten essays on the sub- 
ject advance eyery essential idea now set 
forth as something new, or as the discov- 
ery of another section. 

Prohibition was first tried in a southern 
colony, Georgia, which was also the, only 
free labor colony. Communism was also 
first tried and found to be unprofitable 
and impracticable in Virginia. Public free 
education found in a southern statesman— 
Jefferson—its first advocate in this ¢oun- 
try of any prominence and influence. 

But such matters would fill a volume. 
Our young readers who will take the time 
to look into the subject will find that 
the south has always been progressive, 
so far as thought is concerned. 


Information Wanted. 


The Valdosta Times returns to its non- 
sense about The Constitution booming 
Senator Morgan for the presidential race, 
but, seeing the folly and futility of its 
own suggestion, turns its attention to Mr. 
Cleveland and the democratic party, and 
proceeds to tell us a good deal about 
them. But it stops short of real informa- 
tion. It says that “Mr. Cleveland is the 
choice of an overwhelming majority of 
the democrats of the United States, for 
president, and the bullying policy of The 
Constitution will not defeat the will of 
these people.” It remarks that the people 
“like a clean and consistent man for an 
exalted station.” It {juotes Lowell’s defin- 
ition of a statesman, and claps it to Mr. 
Cleveland as if it were some new and 
effective sort of porous plaster. It declares 
that “it is going to be difficult for these 
politicians to prevent his triumphant nom- 
ination by acclamation,” and it does “not 
see how the republicans are going to pre- 
vent his triumphant election.” 

Now The Valdosta Times cannot say 
anything short of fulsome flattery about 
Mr. Cleveland that The Constitution is 
not willing to endorse. He is a very much 
gfeater man than those who areaunable 
to see anything on the political horizon 
except Mr. Cleveland. Mr. Lowell’s defini- 
tion of statesman is for the closet; it is 
an affair for posterity. Statesmanship is 
the science of politics, and all of our great 
statesmen, without a single exception so 
far as we know, have been expert politi- 
cians. Parties breed politics, politics 
breed politicians, and politicians become 
statesmen after they are dead. We should 
be glad to seo Mr. Lowell’s 
ideal man take hold of affairs, 
but the probability is that he 
does not exist. He is certainly not a candi- 
date for office, expectant or active. Mr. 
Oleveland was enough of a politician to 
send resolutions to the St. Louis conven- 
tion reaffirming the tariff plank of 1884, 
and we think the movement ong,his part 
showed considerable wisdom. 

But The Valdosta Times, as we have 
said, stops short of giving us any real in- 
formation. Let us concede that a major- 
ity of democrats are for Mr, Cleveland. 
Let us admit for the sake of convenience 
that he will be nominated by acclamation. 
‘When that is done, the real game of pol- 
itics will have just begun. What is to

Let our Valdosta contemporary come 
down out of the air and perch where 
ordinary people can see the feathers on 
his legs. Let him candidly give us his 
reasons for believing that Mr. Oleveland 
can carry New York and Indiatia.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Pinay hig a Globe-Democrat thus 
pecial cotton acreage re 
the south: ‘Taking the paneths ar oe 
states there seems to be no doubt that there 
will be an average reduction of at least 16 
per cent. This is a conservative estimate, 
In Texas the estimates of decrease range all 
the way from 7 to 40 per cent. In Hill 
county, however, there will be an increase 
of 10 per cent, and a small increase in the 
territory tributary to Houston, covering some 
six or seven counties. In the San Marcos 
district there is a reduction of 25 per cent in 
old land, but sufficient new land has been 
broken and planted in cotton to offset this re- 
duction. Jefferson reports that the acreage 
will be about the same as lest year. In the 
country surrounding Abilene the decrease im 
acreage, it is stated, will be fully 40 per cent, 
and in the Honey Grove district 30 per cent. 
These are the extremes. The average de- 
crease for the state is 16 2-3 per cent. In 
Arkansas the average decrease is larger—24 
per cent. There are no reports of increased 
acreage, and but two, Little Rock and Forrest 
City, which place the acreage the same as 
in 1891. Helena reports a reduction of 10 
per cent, Fort Smith of 35 per cent and Mal. 
vern and Paragould of 50 per cent. In the 
Pine Bluff district, probably the most impor- 
tant in the state, the acreage has been re- 
duced 25 per cent. In northeastern Missis- 
sippi there will be no appreciable reduction, 
but in other parts of the state the acreage 
will be reduced from 15 to 50 per cent, the 
average for the state being 17 per cent. In 
Green county it is said to be doubtful if a 
single bale will be raised. The reduction in 
acreage in Alabama and Georgia will be less— 
not over 10 per cent. In Tennessee the acre- 
age is about the same as last year, and in 
South Carolina there is a reduction of 18 per 
cent. North Carolina shows’ the largest 
average dezrease—33 1-3 per cent—and the 
correspondent’s estimate is confirmed by the 
commissioner of agriculture of the state. The 
decrease in Louisiana is about 15 per cent. 
Corn and small grain in all the states will 
grow where the cotton grew last year. -Owing 
to the late spring planting is from one to 
three weeks late, except in a few specially 
favored sections.”

Is What Colonel Livingston and Colonel

BOTH ARE CONFIDENT OF VICTORY 


And Believe That the Backbone of the 
Third Party in Georgia Is Broken. 
The Alliance Organ. 


Congressmen Livingston and Moses left 
for Washington last night on the Richmond 
and Danville’s 7:50 train.

A Bill to Pay United States Officials 
in That Way 


WAS DRAWN BY ATLANTA MEN, 


And Presented by Them to Congress. 
Commissioner Haight and Clerk 
Fuller Back from Washington. 


A bill to place United States marshals, 
district attorneys, commissioners and clerks 
of courts on salaries, instead of fees, has 
been drawn up by Judge Will Haight, 
Clerk O. C. Fuller and Attorney 8S. A. 
Darnell, and through Senator Colquitt is 
now on file in the United States senate. 
Yesterday morning Judge Haight and 
Fuller returned from Washington, 
where they went before the judiciary com- 
mittee to urge a favorable report on their 
bill. 

For more than six months those who 
drew up the bill have worked assiduously 
upon it. There have been several intro- 
duced in congress, but none ever made a 
satisfactory disposition of the question, 
which has been much discussed. 

The attention of the local United States 
officials was attracted to the matter last 
summer, and they set to work to draw up 
a bill that would meet all requirements. 

After going carefully through the various 
points in it, and making corrections and 
revisions where such were thought neces- 
sary, copies of the measure were distrib- 
uted among the United States officials who 
would be affected by the change in the 
system in the various cities throughout the 
country. They were asked to carefully 
examine it, and if it met their approval to 
ask the influence of their respective Trepre- 
sentatives in congress for its passage. 

A week ago, just after the bill had been 


introduced, Judge Haight and Mr. Fuller 


decided to do what they-could in the capi- 
tal city to urge its passage. 

According to that measure, the salaries 
are to be fixed by a board consisting of the 
attorney general, secretary of the treasury 
and first auditor. 

It is not, of course, expected that if the 
bill goes through the salaries will be as 
much as the present maximum allowed in 
fees, and the officials who would be con- 
cerned are perfectly satisfied that this be 
the case. 

“There has always been too much worry 
and trouble in collecting what was due us,”’ 
said Clerk Fuller yesterday. “We had 
almost as much work in doing that as in 
the labor that entitled us to the compensa- 
tion.”’ , 

It is an important bill, and if it is suc- 
cessful it will mean much for the three 
men who framed it. 

That Interstate Commerce Case.

AN ATTACK ON THE CITY COURT. 
The Legality of Its September Term Brought 
ol in Question. 

A plea made by Colonel N. J. Hammond 
in an argument before the supreme court 
yesterday, if sustained, will upset the busi- 
ness of 4 whole term of the city court. 

The plea is, in brief, that the September 
term of the city court was abolished by 
the act creating the criminal court of At- 
lanta, and that after the passage of that 
act Judge Van Epps could not legally try 
civil business at that time. 

The case in point is that of the Metro- 
— street railway against Powell. Mrs. 

owell sued the road for damages in the 
city court and got a verdict at the last 
September term. Colonel Hammond, rep- 
resenting the Metropolitan street railroad, 
asked a new trial, and one of the grounds 
was that the court was not gags in ses- 
sion in the September term. e held that 
the original act creating the city court of 
Atlanta provided for two terms—March 
and September—for criminal business, and 
two terms—June and December—for civil 
business. In August, 1891, the legislature 
passed an act creating the criminal court

of Atlanta, and Judge Westmoreland was 


appointed to that bench. Colonel Ham- 
mond argues that this act disposes of the 
criminal business of the city court and 
does away with the September term. 

Judge Van Epps, in his denial of the ap- 
plication for a new trial, takes a different 
view, but says that if this construction of 
the law is insisted on, the September term 
may be considered as an adjourned term 
of the June term, which was for civil busi- 
ness.
